Sweet  Sounds  Of  Success 
Old  Hammondtown  Band  Is  Golden

On  the  long,  sleepy  bus  ride  to  Foxboro  at 
5:30  in  the  morning,  40  band  members  envisioned 
winning  a  gold  medal  for  their  school.  As  they 
warmed  up  for  practice  at  the  Foxboro  High  School, 
what  they  knew  deep  down  in  their  hearts  was 
confirmed.  What  they  heard  was  music  to  their  ears  - 
Conductor  Stanley  Ellis  told  them  they  were  going 
to  get  a  gold  medal  if  they  kept  on  playing  that  well. 
They  believed  him,  and  so  did  the  judges  during  the 
competition. 

This  year  marks  the  fourth  year  the  Old 
Hammondtown  Band  has  won  a  gold  medal  (two 
silver  medals  were  also  won  over  the  past  six  years) 
in  the  Massachusetts  Instrumental  Conductors 
Association  (MICA)  competition. 

People  from  all  over  the  state  have  heard  of 
the  Old  Hammondtown  Band  and  the  "Little  Jazz 
Band  in  Mattapoisett,"  Mr.  Ellis  said.  "High  Schools 
have  asked  us  if  we  are  from  a  special  music  school," 
he  said.  "Kids  are  known  throughout  the  state.  That 
says  something  about  the  town  itself.  " 

Mr.  Stanley  credits  tXe  combination  of 
parents,  teachers,  the  principal  and  students 
believing  in  the  music  program.  "The  teachers 
believe  in  the  program,  they  allow  me  to  do  what  I 
do,"  he  said.  Many  parents  encourage  their  children 
to  play  an  instrument  starting  in  the  third  grade.  The 
PTA  also  funds  their  participation  in  competitions. 

"You  should  see  the  pride  they  have  in 
winning  the  gold  medal,  they  want  to  play  better, 
and  more,"  he  said.  Even  though  the  students  don't 
get  graded  for  being  in  the  band,  the  competition  is 
one  way  to  measure  their  performance.  They  don't 
compete  against  other  bands,  but  against  rigid 
standards.  The  40  piece  band  performed  three 
selections  and  were  judged  by  Rick  Blatti  from  Ohio 
State  University,  Richard  Castiglione  from  James 
Madison  University  and  William  Elwell,  Director  of 
Music  (retired)  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  Mr. 
Elwell,  who  gave  a  music  clinic  after  their 
performance,  said  the  band  was  in  the  top  10  percent 
in  the  New  England  region.  "Mr.  Elwell  couldn't 
believe  the  amount  of  parents  that  were  there,"  said 
Mr.  Ellis.  "They  thanked  me,  and  I  thanked  them." 

On  the  ride  home,  the  students  were  wide 
awake.  Many  parents  traveled  with  them  on  the  bus 
or  drove  up  themselves. 

Sixth  grader  Raymond  Jarvis  who  plays  the 


saxophone  said  he  felt  "fantastic"  after  the 
competition.  "We  practiced  a  lot,"  he  added.  Anne 
Johnson,  flutist,  said  she  felt  really  proud  because 
they  were  an  elementary  band  and  there  were  a  lot 
of  high  school  bands  at  the  competition. 

Joshua  Richard,  also  a  sixth  grader  and  a 
trumpet  player,  said  "I  felt  very  proud  of  myself 
and  everybody  because  we  were  one  of  the  youngest 
bands  there." 

Some  members  said  they  were  surprised  they 
won  the  gold  medal.  "I  felt  surprised,  I  didn't  think 
we'd  get  a  gold,"  said  sixth  grader  Sandra  Leahy. 
Evan  Grondski,  another  sixth  grader  said  he  agreed. 
"It  sounded  like  the  high  school  bands  were  better 
than  us,"  he  said. 

Christie  Jones,  clarinet  player,  said  she 
credited  their  instructor  for  a  winning  performance. 
"I  think  he's  a  very  good  instructor.  It  was  partly 
how  he  instructed  that  we  won  the  gold,"  she  said. 
"I  felt  as  though  we  deserved  the  gold." 

Elizabeth  Morey,  sixth  grader,  also  credited 
their  performance  to  their  conductor  and 
themselves.  "  It  wasn't  just  him,  it  was  everybody," 
she  said.

Regional  School  District  Andrew  Santos  submitted  a  letter  to  Wesley 
Bowman  of  the  Mattapoisett  Highway  Department,  the  Old  Rochester 
Regional  Advisory  Committee  asked  for  an  updated  cost  for  paving  the 
District's  driveway  and  parking  lots.

Board  of  Selectmen  for  $33,000  in  three  equal  payments.  This  concludes 
Cross  Neck's  obligations  to  the  Town  of  Marion 

The  Buzzards  Bay  Project  (BBP)  next  submitted  notification  to 
the  board  that  the  Town  of  Marion  has  received  a  $8,000  grant  to 
purchase  a  Geographic  Information  System  computer  (hardware  and 
software)  and  draw  up  coastal  resource  maps.  Chairman  Winters  said 
this  will  allow  the  town's  environmental  resources  to  be  tracked  in  a 
much  more  efficient  way.  The  board  was  appreciative  of  the  grant 
award.

Should  she  be  tested  for  Fe- 
line Leukemia  and  Feline  AIDS? 
Definitely  if  she  will  be  going  outside  or  if  you  have 
another  cat.  If  she  will  be  staying  indoors  as  the  only 
cat  in  the  house  then  it  is  less  critical. 

How  are  these  viral  diseases  spread? 
Feline  Leukemia  and  Feline  AIDS  are  spread  by  close 
contact  between  cats.  Bite  wounds  are  one  of  the  most 
common  causes  of  transmission.  Leukemia  can  also  be 
spread  by  eating  from  the  same  food  dish. 

Are  vaccines  available  for  Leukemia  and  AIDS? 
Feline  leukemia  viral  infection  can  usually  be  pre- 
vented by  vaccination.  Unfortunately,  there  is  not  yet 
a  vaccine  for  feline  AIDS.

Movie  Review 

A  nostalgic  but 

highly  unoriginal 

Sgt.  Bilko 

By  Rob  Gonsalves 

•  Sgt.  Bilko.  Starring  Steve  Martin,  Dan  Aykroyd,  and 
Phil  Hartman.  Directed  by  Jonathan  Lynn.  Running  time: 
92  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  PG.  At  General  Cinema  in 
North  Dartmouth  (999-3141). 

Generation  X  is  growing  up,  and  we're  prematurely 
nostalgic  for  the  Carter-Reagan  era.  Our  taste  in  retro  music 
shows  it  (look  at  the  Schoolhouse  Rock  album),  and  our  tastes 
in  movies  are  catching  up.  The  recent  Executive  Decision 
took  care  of  our  yearning  for  militaristic  pulp,  now  Sgt. 
Bilko  is  here  to  cash  in  on  our  nostalgia  for  The  Jerk  and 
Stripes. 

I  have  a  small  but  nagging  affection  for  Sgt.  Bilko.  It's  the 
sort  of  unambitious  comedy  I  might  have  enjoyed  in  junior 
high  school,  on  cable  TV.  Yet  it  doesn't  have  two  original 
ideas  to  rub  together,  and  most  of  it  is  ramshackle  and 
lame.  As  usual,  director  Jonathan  Lynn  (My  Cousin  Vinny) 
just  points  the  camera  at  his  cast,  hoping  they'll  do 
something  funny. 

Steve  Martin,  stepping  into  the  big  shoes  of  Phil  Silvers 
(who  originated  the  role  on  TV  in  the  '50's),  plays  Sgt.  Bilko 
as  a  cross  between  his  Jerk  and  Dirty  Rotten  Scoundrel.  It's 
a  welcome  break  from  Martin's  recent  heartfelt  sincerity. 
He  has  at  least  one  vintage  scene,  dining  in  an  elegant 
restaurant  with  a  soldier  in  drag  (don't  ask).  In  general, 
Martin  seems  invigorated,  re-animated;  he  snaps  to 
attention. 


If  only  I  could  say  the  same  of  the  movie.  The  plot  is 
essentially  a  string  of  scams  and  cons  leading  up  to  a  climax 
involving  a  hovering  tank.  (Large  hover  crafts  seem  to  be  a 
trend  lately  —  see  Rumble  in  the  Bronx.)  For  romance,  Lynn 
and  writer  Andy  Berckman  throw  in  Bilko's  long-suffering 
fiancee  (Glenn  Headly,  doing  her  best  in  a  thankless  role), 
who's  driven  to  distraction  by  the  guy's  inability  to 
commit. 

The  rest  of  the  cast  —  ranging  from  fresh  talents  Pamela 
Segall  and  Darryl  Mitchell  to  old  hands  Dan  Aykroyd  and 
Phil  Hartman  —  are  all  Bilko's  straight  men  or  foils.  One 
actor,  Austin  Pendleton  (who  was  the  stuttering  lawyer  in 
My  Cousin  Vinny),  starts  to  make  an  impression  as  an 
idiosyncratic  tank  technician,  but  he  gets  lost  in  the  shuffle. 

What's  comforting  about  Sgt.  Bilko  is  also  what's  annoying: 
We've  seen  it  before,  almost  frame  for  frame,  in  every  other 
service  comedy,  especially  Stripes.  That  movie  at  least 
pitted  its  wise  guys  (Bill  Murray  and  Harold  Ramis)  against 
one  of  the  screen's  leading  tough  guys,  Warren  Oates.  Here, 
the  tough  guy  is  Phil  Hartman,  who  just  does  "The  Anal- 
Retentive  Major."  The  role  needs  a  true  hardcase  —  say, 
Harvey  Keitel. 

Something  else  haunts  me.  It  seems  impossible,  but  this  is 
actually  the  first  movie  pairing  of  Martin  and  Aykroyd  — 
the  wild  and  crazy  Festrunk  brothers!  What  should  be 
historic  ends  up  flat.  Aykroyd  could  play  a  clueless 
authoritarian  in  his  sleep,  and  that's  what  he  does  here. 

Probably  all  Sgt.  Bilko  has  going  for  it,  aside  from  Martin's 
dexterous  touch,  is  that  it  brings  you  back  to  1981.  This  is  a 
movie  to  put  on  the  shelf  next  to  Caddyshack  and  Meatballs 
—  comedies  that  Gen-Xers  think  fondly  of,  but  really  aren't 
all  that  hilarious  (watch  them  again  now,  years  after  junior 
high).  The  scary  thing  is  that,  fifteen  years  from  now,  the 
twentysomethings  of  2011  may  look  back  fondly  on  Sgt. 
Bilko.

Elder  abuse 
is  growing.  Experts  estimate  that  as  many  as  1.5 
million  elderly  Americans  may  be  abused  yearly.  In 
the  last  decade  in  Massachusetts,  elder  abuse  has 
tripled.  Older  women  suffer  physical,  sexual, 
emotional  and  firtancial  abuse  at  the  hands  of 
spouses,  partners,  their  family,  and  others.  The  frail 
elder  may  be  more  isolated  than  a  younger  woman 
due  to  lack  of  transportation  and/or  health 
problems.  She  may  also  feel  uncomfortable  going  to 
a  battered  women's  shelter.  And  fearing  nursing 
home  placement,  the  frail  elder  is  hesitant  to  leave 
her  abuser.
